feel he's the best man we need a change this country is at the end of its rope and | feel that mr. Regan can 
do it across the country and precinct after precinct that was the theme of the 1980 election but why was this 
a time for change and where will the changes lead us those are the questions we'll try to answer tonight CBS 
News special report campaign 80 what happened last night from CBS News election headquarters in New 
York here is Walter Cronkite good evening American politics and government are certainly turning to the right 
president-elect Ronald Reagan and building his own landslide swept Republicans with him into control of the 
Senate the numbers tell the story in popular vote now 99% counted Reagan won 51% President Carter 41 
and John Anderson 7 with Arkansas and Massachusetts still too close to call now here's what the Reagan 
victory looks like on the map Reagan states in blue Carter in red that translates into a massive electoral vote 
count for the former California Governor 468 to 50 for 
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former California Governor 468 to 50 for Jimmy Carter 20 undecided Republicans won control of the Senate 
for the first time in a quarter of a century the new makeup will be 47 Democrats 53 of Republicans 59 
Republicans that is a be correct that 47 Democrats and 53 Republicans the Republicans built their Senate 
majority by resting seats from Democrats in 12 states but the Democrats even with a net loss of 31 seats 
retained their control of the house 245 to 190 with house returns come in more slowly than others our 
estimate could be off by two seats either way the Republicans steamroller yesterday flattened Democrats in 
every region of the country east west Midwest and south well how did it happen nobody knows better than 
our regional correspondents so let's go first to Harry Reasoner in the staring well how'd happen in the East 
Walter is that people wanted Jimmy Carter out of the White House in every area where he ran well in 1976 
and in every era area where Democrats that distantly run well in the East he ran badly the when Democrats 
win the East you League gives them something like 130 to 140 electoral votes they gave him twenty three 
electoral votes so far with Massachusetts still up in the air he just barely beat out George McGovern's 
disastrous total of 17 the economy was the thing by a margin of three to one that we polled said that that's 
what influenced them most of those voting for Reagan they said as we saw on our T's so they were thought it 
was time for a change and they thought Reagan would be a stronger leader but basically was anti Carter and 
| suspect one factor that has not been touched in the polls was a question of Teddy Kennedy the dissension 
within the Democratic Party particularly in the East during the long primary season and the fact that the 
reconciliation and the leadership and the campaigning that Kennedy did in a 
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the campaigning that Kennedy did in a lot of cases among his supporters was half-hearted | think that's what 
happened here there water in the Midwest is | think in the rest of the country it is quintessentially American to 
believe that one does not stick with a losing game rightly or wrongly people had the impression that over the 
last four years that we had been playing a losing game both in foreign and domestic policy and they were 
just absolutely determined to change it other factors number one the economy both inflation and 
unemployment inflation more than unemployment but both of them people didn't have any sense the Jimmy 
Carter knew what to do about it or had any definite program number two Jimmy Carter had no real base and 
no positive program in any direction at the voter could dissenters number three Ronald Reagan obviously 
helped himself in the debate he at the very least put to rest that idea that he was some kind of Mad Bomber 
from Hollywood put it completely to rest lastly and | don't think Lisa Lee a rejection of the party that has been 
in control of the reformist liberal orthodoxy that has dominated American politics for the last two decades how 
about the south wall during the south the president just lost across the board the only voter blocked in the 
South that traditionally goes Democratic that stuck with the president this time was the black vote they voted 
with him as they did in 1976 but all of the other voter groups in all of those groups the president lost | think 
was a case in the south as it was a elsewhere across the country the country had enormous problems the 
problems happened on Jimmy Carter's shift this is not a very forgiving electorate these days it was impatient 
President Carter asked him to come home to the Democratic Party but in the end it was home to what 
because Jimmy Carter has not been all that helpful to the Democratic Party it hasn't been all that much a 
part of of his world in the past and there really was no party base there when you came down to it the South 
Thank You Bob Schieffer Buster stone what about the West Walter the West was the 
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about the West Walter the West was the same as all the other regions the only difference is that Jimmy 
Carter lost by even greater margins in that area of the country in some states losing by 50 points the basic 
problem was that his strategy fell apart first off the center of the strategy was to keep the campaign from 
making Jimmy Carter the issue and clearly he became the issue secondly they seemed to focus too much on 
John Anderson and as it turned out he wasn't so much of a factor at most he probably cost him e Carter 1% 
he probably focused too much on the Democrats and thereby lost the independence by more than 20 points 
tonight for a minute put on my hat as the White House correspondent and just tell you what somebody from 
the Carter campaign told us today and I'd like to read this because | do think it puts a finger on what was at 
heart very wrong with the Carter presidency he said we underestimated the political impotency of Jimmy 
Carter in the last week of the campaign he was constantly being barraged by people claiming that Carter had 
never delivered that he hadn't fulfilled the promises he'd made to this group or that group or this part of the 
country or that part of the country if we could have realized that that sentiment was going to be so deep he 
said then at least we would have realized what was coming we never knew that the deep resentment toward 
the president in that sense then he went on to say that we actually failed four years ago we should have 
been starting to build our bridges then we diluted ourselves we avoided the people who criticized us he said 
the insiders kept telling us we were going to be able to put this thing back together the bottom line is that our 
circle was just too small you know we noticed that in the very early days of the Carter Administration seems 
to me is when people with ideas wanted to get in and try to help form that administration couldn't get through 
the switchboard to reach anybody in an eighth or and they never got their calls answered and that may have 
been one of the major keys to what happened to the Carter Administration we'll return in a moment with 
more of our review of what happened

the president-elect lives tourists began coming today but they were kept back a block away from the 
Reagan's house even if they'd gotten close all they could have seen from the street was a chimney and lots 
of Secret Service agents by local standards the Reagan's home is about average for Pacific Palisades it's 
not one of the many million-dollar estates it's somewhere between them and the rows of tract houses the 
people of this white upper-middle-class community are used to celebrities in their midst and Californians 
generally are used to having presidents and ex presidents around Eisenhower Nixon and Ford of late there is 
already a sophistication here which certainly planes didn't have before Carter became president it certainly 
going to change things around here but not that much | don't think people are sort of blase about it | don't 
think you're going to see the type of commercialism that happened Appliance George | really don't when 
Reagan was born in Illinois Pacific Palisades was mostly lemon groves but with the land booms it became 
the 
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with the land booms it became the northernmost coastal suburb of Los Angeles in the 1920s and 30s 
attracting the Polo set there are still horsemen in the Palisades Regan among men but most 20,000 get 
around by car now commuting to work before reagan this was where the most famous man in the Palisades 
lived Will Rogers whose irreverent humor was mostly aimed at politicians but Reagan has always liked and 
quoted Rogers chances are he'll take some of those one-liners with him when he leaves here for Washington

Senate regard their job as protecting people from the inevitable excesses of | think a Reagan administration 
in terms of consumers the environment corporate power then | think we may see a Republican administration 
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we may see a Republican administration on the defensive by 1984 and that depends on what Reagan's 
priorities are you know we saw those people calling for a change time for a change not exactly a new phrase 
we've heard time for a change applied to Republican administration in the past as well as the Democratic 
administration the path is there any reason to think that this isn't simply an historical swing of the pendulum 
and historical secure movement then we're gonna have one again and in another four seconds 812 years | 
think is the ideological nature of it | really think that Jack was on target by pointing to the combination of a 
presidential landslide and a senatorial last life even in 1972 when Nixon beat McGovern 6040 the Democrats 
picked up two seats | think in that sense there really is a small but you had it in 1932 and that was a historical 
change that's an historical change well you got a story could say now of course that lasted 50 years can | 
suggest to my brother Greenfield though that he is talking nonsense if he supposes that a Reagan 
administration is going to bring smog back to the cities and the soot back to Pittsburgh and the workers will 
be dying in droves of awful occupational diseases what isn't sufficiently appreciated is that most of these 
regulations that Jeff is so concerned about are nothing that the president can alter at all these are regulations 
of the Environmental Protection Agency or the occupy occupy Health and Safety Administration and their
